PARDON BOARD 
DENIES 78 PLEAS 
FOR CLEMENCY

Washington, Jan. 26.— By the ad­ 
vice of his counsel and friends. Col. 
William Mitchell today remained sil­ 
ent in the face of President 
Cool­ 
idge^ approval of his conviction and 
five year suspension from the army, 
to await developments. 
The award by the president of half 
pay during the period of suspension, 
his only modification of the sentence 
which cut off Mitchell’s 
pay, 
has 
raised a new issue in that it may he 
drawn only durin g the pleasure of 
the president. 
Mitchell’s counsel, Representative 
F ra n k R. Reid, has denounced this 
string on Mitchell’s pay as un-Am eri­ 
can and there are indications th a t 
Mitchell considers it as a tether rope 
to keep him “ by the reservation” if 
he intends to remain in the army. 
Accordingly resignation from the 
army, with which Mitchell firmly in­ 
tended to go ahead as soon as his 
sentence was approved, is tem porar­ 
ily held up. 
He decided to resign 
as the best reply to his arm y prose­ 
cutors. 
He will decide today, how­ 
ever, w hether he will put the presi­ 
d e n t’s “ pleasure” to a test. 
The opportunity aw aits him in the 
hearings of the house military com­ 
mittee. before which he has been in ­ 
vited to testify this week. 
If he ap ­ 
pears before the committee and re­ 
iterates all his well know n charges 
and criticism which the

has declared unfounded a real issue 
will be raised.

We are all interested in basketball play and the games in 
Brainerd continue to draw ever increasing attendance. In study­ 
ing the game played by various teams one notices different styles 
of attack and defense. 
In line with this, the article of J. Irving Crump in the Janu­ 
ary issue of “Boys’ Life” tells of basketball with Ernest Blood. 
The latter was coach of Passaic’s famous “wonder team" that 
played 159 “clean” games and won them all in succession. 
Blood was formerly physical director of the Passaic, New 
Jersey, public schools, and coach of the high school basketball 
team who never believed in a defensive game. 
“Basketball is not a game of defense," said Blood. 
"It is a 
game of clean, aggressive offense. 
It is a game of speed, accu­ 
racy, passing and constant motion. 
It is a game of ‘do,’ not of 
‘don’t.’ When I develop a basketball team I teach them first of all 
to forget about what their opponents might do, but to keep their 
minds firmly fixed on what they intend to do themselves. 
I really 
think that the big colleges have taken a lot of snap and interest 
out of the game by perfecting this five-man defense idea where 
the team pays more attention to blocking and preventing the 
other team from scoring than it does to moving with full steam 
ahead and scoring themselves. 
“My boys, when they get on the floor, shake hands with their 
opponents and then turn their backs on them. 
They forget they 
are there as far as being worried about what they are likely to do. 
Instead they start right in to carry out the game as it is mapped 
out for them to play. 
The fact that all the teams that I have 
coached over a period of seventeen or eighteen years have lost 
but a single game is good proof that my idea is right. 
“Every boy on my team develops three talents to the utmost. 
First of all he learns to forget that he is an individual. He thinks 
of himself only in relation to the other four boys; how he can 
help them to score, not how’ he can score himself. 
He learns to 
become an expert at passing and dribbling. He practices until he 
can get the ball away or get away with the ball like a shot. And 
last of all he learns to become an expert at shooting baskets. 
“Some of my boys of the ‘wonder team,’ in fact, most of 
them, had outdoor baskets in their back-yards and every spare 
moment was spent in shooting baskets. They practiced until they 
could drop the ball in from any angle, every time. It was by this 
form of determined practice and devotion to perfection that such 
boys as Bob Thompson, who was one of the boys of the original 
‘wonder team’ and later a star at Syracuse, became so expert that 
be was able to score 1,000 points in a single season’s play, a 
world’s record. 
“There is nothing defensive about the three things I have 
.stressed. It is all offense. 
I teach them to forge on the aggres­ 
sive. If the other men are good, don’t try to prevent them from 
giving the best there is in them. Rather give your best and make 
that ‘best’ just tw’ice as good as the other man’s ‘best.’ 
It is the 
principle to apply not only to basketball but to life in general. 
“If I were a storekeeper and my rival across the street had 
me worried, I would not seek to block his efforts. 
Instead, I 
would turn around and increase my efforts, offer a better grade 
of merchandise, better service, more courtesy, more tolerance. 
I’m sure I would get further as a merchant that way than I would 
if I undertook to knock my rival, depreciate his goods, and in 
other ways try to ‘block’ his game. 
There you are. 
The game 
of basketball is exactly like the game of life.”

Your first 
inquiry relates to tile 
power of th e Mayor and th e Council 
in the appointm ent of a Chief of Po­ 
lice. 
Section 63, Chapter 4. of the 
City Charter, provides that tho May­ 
or ‘‘shall by and with th e consent of 
the City Council appoint all police 
officers 
and 
w atch m en .” 
It 
seem s 
u nnecessary to give further exp la n a­ 
tion other than to reiterate the fact 
that before any officer becomes per­ 
m anent in the police departm ent, it 
is necessary that he have both the 
appointm ent by the Mayor and the 
confirmation 
by 
the 
Council. 
The 
confirmation is as essential 
as the 
appointm ent. 
It is not possible for 
the Council to em ploy a Chief of Po­ 
lice w ith ou t the appointm ent com ing 
first from the Mayor, 
lf the Council 
does 
not 
confirm 
the 
appointm ent 
and the Mayor does not submit any 
further 
appointm ent, 
the 
office 
of 
Chief of Police becomes vacant. Til is 
is my conclusion from the readin 
of Section 63 above quoted, there be­ 
in g no other m atter in the charter 
on the question. 
The seed ml request relates to tin 
pow ers of the Mayor to discharge the 
en tire po!ie0 departm ent if the pro­ 
posed Chief of P olice is not confirm­ 
ed, and have the sheriff police tin 
city. 
Section 
12, of the City Charter, 
provides “ that every person ap p oin t­ 
ed to any office by the City Council 
or Mayor, or elected to any office by 
tli$ people,, may 
be removed 
from 
such office by a vote. of tw o-third s of 
all 
the alderm en 
authorized 
to be 
elected. 
But any officer elected by 
the people, or appointed by the May­ 
or. shall not be removed except for 
cause, nor unless first furnished w ith 
a copy of the charges, nor until such 
person shall have reasonable oppor­ 
tun ity to bf* heard in person, or by 
counsel in his ow n defense. 
Sec­ 
tion 12 further provides the method 
of con d uctin g the hearing. 
Section 
63, 
provides 
that 
“ the 
Mayor may remove! or discharge any 
police officer or w atchm an w henever 
in 
Ii is opinion the w elfare of 
the 
city may demand it, either for the 
appointm ent of other officers in their 
places or for the conduction of the 
police d ep artm en t.” 
You will note that there is an ap­ 
parent conflict betw een the tw o sec­ 
tions above cited and 
that neither 
section 
in d icates 
that 
a 
situation 
such as the present was con tem p lat­ 
ed by the fram ers of th e Charter. 
If Section 12, as above quoted, g o v­ 
erns, 
no officer w ho has been ap­ 
pointed by the Mayor and such ap­ 
pointm ent confirmed by the Council 
can be discharged w ithout first being 
furnished w ith a copy of the charges 
and have a reasonable opportunity to 
be heard. 
Even if Section 63 gov­ 
erns, police officers can only he dis­ 
charged for th e reasons m entioned in 
Section 63, that is, first, for the ap­ 
pointm ent of other officers in their 
places, and second, for the conduc­ 
tion of the police departm ent. 
Since the discharge of the entire 
police 
departm ent 
would 
not 
be

officers in their places or for the con­
